the Walteria Merchants Divi-
sion of the Torrance Chamber
of Commerce.

He helped to found the Wal-
geria Community Methodist
Church and was its first lay
Jeader, serving four years, and
eurrently is in his second year
as president of the Methodist
Men’s Cluh. He also started
and was chairman for eight
years of the Walteria Com-
munity Easter Services.

Beasley, at 56, is an avid
rock hound in his spare time
and has just started his second
term as president of the Los
Angeles Mineralogical Society,
a group of 365 professional
men, scientists, and lay per-
sons from throughout South-
ern California.

Born in Little Rock, Ark.,
he moved to California in 1945
after 25 years’ residence in
Denver, Colo.,, where he also
was prominent in local and
state civic activities. Owner of
